Government. Fundamentally 
fault is with.the people of the 
United States in not having demand- 
ed a budget system in such unmis- 
takable terms as to compel action 
by Congress. 

The reason jhere has been, until 
recently, no widespread popular 
clamor for a budget lies in the great 
wealth of the United States. In the 
haleyon days before the war the 
Fedéral Government easily collected, 
in taxes hardly felt by the average 
citizen, more ‘than enough for its 
needs. The Government was a vague 
and shadowy thing that established 
but slight contact with the individual). 
Today the Government reaches into 
every home and imposes a heavy bur- 
den of, taxes to meet the war obliga- 
tions of the nation. Not only lux- 
uries are taxed, but the essentials of 
life—food, clothing, shelter. Conse- 
quently there has arisen throughout 
the United States a demand for some 
revision of the present spending sys- 
tem.in order that expenses of the 
Government may be reduced and the 
cost of living lowered. 

Debt Near $30,000,000,000. 


A few figures wfll show vividly the 
imperative necessity of reducing the 
running expenses of the Government. 
The total debt of the United States in 
1900 was a little over a billion dol- 
lars; by the middle of this year it is 
estimated that it will.be nearer 30 
than 25 billion. 

The per capita receipts of the Fed- 
eral Government in 1900 were $7.50; 
in 1919 they were $43.75. 

The per capita disbursements of 
the’ Government in 1900 were $6.40; 
in 1919 they were $145. 

In a spéech in the House of Repre- 
sentatives on Dec. 18, Republican 
Leader’ Mondell placed at $9,086,- 
358,574 the grand total of the contin- 
ulng obligations and estimated ex- 
Ppenditures of the Government that 
the House would have to reckon with 
in its fiscal legislation for the year 
beginning next July 1. He estimated 
the receipts at $6,035,850,000, leav- 
ing a balance of estimated liabilities 
over estimated receipts amounting to 
$3,050,508,574. | 

Two Billion Dollars Short. 


-Mondell deciared that the esti- 
Mates of the Federal departments 
for the fiscal year should be cut by a 
billion dollars. Even if-this is done, 
the Government will be shy of what 
it needs by more than $2,000,000,000. 

Clearly, then, there is need of 
economy in the running of the Gov- 
ernment. A few years ago the aver- 
age taxpayer heard with compla- 
cence that Congress had appropriat- 
ed a hundred thousand dollars for a 
postoffice in some town whose prin- 
cipal industry is the crossing of two 
railroads, or that a new and useless 
army post was to be established, or a 
fish hatchery built as a sop to the 
constituency of some Congressman, 
or $50,000 or so spent on a rivulet 
that never would carry a vessel of

A bill having been drawn up by a 
committee, it is reported to the 


House and passed, after debate, in)

The bill then 
goes to the Senate, which reports it 
to the appropriate committee. Here 
it is again amended before being laid 
before the Senate. The‘ Senate,’ re+ 
ceiving it, debates and amends it, 
When the bill is passed it may have 
been virtually rewritten from the 
form in which the House sent it 
over. Conferees of the House and 
Senate are appoimted to’ adjust: the 
differences between the two.

A necessary implication of any 
budget system is that there shall be 
some independent auditing agency. 
At present, contrary to all sound 
business practice, the auditing is 
done by the departments that spend 
the money. The Good Dill provides 
for audit reform. Senator McCor- 
mick. author of the other bill, fa- 
vors such reform, but on the recom- 
mendation of Secretary Glass, has 
left the working out of details to a 
later date. ‘ 

The Good bill centers the prepara- 
tion of the budget in the office of the 
President, providing him with a bud- 
get director and staff. It makes the 
President his own financial minister.

From the New York World. 

ORE than 80 years ago the most profound 
of all students of American institutions, Alexis 
; de Tocqueville, wrote this warning: 

“If ever the free institutions of America are de- 
| stroyed that event may be attributed to the om- 
| nipotence of the majority, which may at some 
|} future time urge the minority to desperation and 
{oblige them to have recourse to physical force. 
, Anarchy will then be the result, but it will have 
/been brought about by despotism.” 
| And further: 
| “When T refuse to obey an unjust law I do not 
| contest the right of the majority to command, bu: 
L simply appeal from the sovereignty of the people - 
to the sovereignty of mankind. ~ Some have not 
feared to assert that a people can never overstep 
the boundaries of justicé and reason in those af- 
fairs which are peculiarly its own; and that, con- 
sequently, full power may be given to the major- 
ity by which they are represented. But this ig the

“A majority, taken collectively, is only an ind © 
vidual whose opinions and frequently whose inter 
ests are opposed to those of another individual, 

who is styled a minority. If it be admitted that a 
' man possessing absolute power may misuse that

| Men do not change their characters by uniting

Edward Mallinckrodt, another |

Troyon. This canvas was shown at 
the Museaum in 1916 in the Loan | 
Exhibition of paintings of the Bar- 
bizon school. As in most of Dupre’s 
works, a somber and ominous at- | 
mosphere pervades the composition. | 
In the foreground is a small pool or | 
stream, reflecting darkly the ma- | 
jestic trees which rise toward a sky | 
filled with wind-tossed clouds. In 
the middle distance is a glimpse of 
meadow with grazing cattle. The. 
atmosphere of the entire painting is 
suggestive of the ominous hush 
which precedes the advent of a 
storm. It was this ability to in- 
terpret the dominant tones, or one 
might say, the moods of nature, 
which distinguished the Barbizon 
school; and as: Corot was the ex- 
ponent of the mists of early morn- 
ing so was Dupre the interpreter of 
the foreboding darkness of the ap- 
proaching storm. 

Another donor to the Museum was 
Mrs. Robert Johnston, who gave an 
Indian tea service in chased silver, 
consisting ‘of three pieces. 

Old Bindings Purchased. 

The board of control has lately 
made a number of acquisitions by 
purchase.

Caught by the early freeze-up of the Yukon River, 
which came three weeks ahead of all previous records. 
he strétched his stay far beyond the scnedule he had 
arranged when he left here last June on his long jaunt 
in pursuit of the bigger game. His first impulse to 
make it a leisurely sort of a hunt was revised when 
he reached Fort Yukon in July and met Dr. Burke, who 
enjoys the distinction of being the only member of 
his profession within a radius of some 300 miles. He 
discovered on his arrival that St. Stephen’s, which is 
maintained by the Alaska Mission of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church for the care of the Indians in that 
frigid latitude, has to depend for its meat supply 
through the long winter on the quantity of moose, 
caribou and other game that can be packed away in 
its larder. As there were a number of patients in the 
institution and a prospect that there would be many 
more, the St. Louisan determined to make it an in- 
tensive hunt and pursue every prospect, since the sick 
Indians in Dr. Burke’s care had to be fed: and besides, 
there was the doctor 
himself ready to join in 


the hunt and lead him 
to haunts remote. from 
the footprints of, even 
the most venturesome 
hunters. To further 
stimulate the slaying in 
such a good cause, there 
was the Government 
permit of the hospital 
to shoot game for its 
own food supply. 
When it came time to 
put away their high- 
powered rifles, the 
hunters and their In- 
dian escort had the sat: 
isfaction of seeing safe- 


ly packed away not less 
than 4000 pounds of 
moose and caribou 
meat, not to speak of a 
big bag of ducks, geese, grouse and 300 pounds of 
whitefish. The steward at the hospital contemplated 
the store with satisfaction and predicted that there 
would be no famine this winter. There were 18 caribou 
and eight moose, which, of course, formed the great 
bulk of the two solid tons of meat supplies that fell 
to the rifles of Scudder and his medical partner, though 
neither laid claim to any extraordinary prowess in 
tracking and landing these prizes. They went far 
north of Fort Yukon and followed trails that led in all 
directions, aided by the best Indian guides of that 
country. They found it necessary to build a canoe 
to move their trove down to the fort and in the con- 
struction they used the hides of some of their biggest 
specimens, In this work they had the aid and expert 
counsel of their chief guide, Ezias, who was justly 
proud of his skill in the construction of canoes that 
would float a maximum of cargo, for he began his ap- 
prenticeship when he should have been playing at his 
mother’s knee. ; 

Hunters who venture as far north as Fort Yukon 
make it their business to watch the weather, as it 
does not take very much of a boreal blast to close 
up the line of easy communication that takes them to 
places where they can board ships for the return jour- 
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Boat made of skins taken from the moose and caribou 
slain in ‘the hunt. 
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ney. When the Yukon is closed 
there is either a stay for the bal- 
ance of the winter or a sledge jour- 
ney of no enticing contemplation. 
Mail couriers use the sledges in get- 
ting over the frozen river and 
through the mountain passes, but 
they are accustomed to it and even 
when the mercury freezes in the 
thermometers, which it does at 40 
below, they just insulate themselves 
with another fur or two, but they 
never complain of the cold. People 
who come out of comfortable homes 
and do their winter traveling in 
steam-heated Pullmans are not, how- 
ever, expected to go sledging for 
weeks at a time in minus zero 
weather, and when they do they usu- 
ally meet with disaster. With Scud- 
der there was only the minor mishap of a frosted nose, 
which easily responded to treatment and left no un- 
pleasant after-effect and the chances are he would 
go through the same experience again, were it nces- 
sary in order to spend Christmas at home.

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Romantic and thrilling story of Susan B. 
Anthony, who, 47 years ago, voted 
illegally, was arrested and convict- 
ed in the United States courts, yet 
defied the Government to punish 
her—and it never did—Began fight 
for equal suffrage at age of 17, 
when, as school teacher, she got far 
less pay than men instructors. $ 
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UFFRAGE leaders throughout the country 
are looking forward to the fifteenth of next 
month, as that day will mark the centennial 
of the birth of Susan Brownell Anthony, who 
devoted her entire life to the cause which 
now awaits the action of only a few more 
states to make it an integral part of the 
Constitution of the United States. Already 24 of the 
commonwealths of the land have acquiesced in the 
resolution passed by Congress, and when 12 more 
have joined the procession the finishing touches will 
have been placed upon the work to which the. New 
England born school teacher consecrated her life. 


She lived long enough to see the voting rights of 
women vindicated in a number of the states, and 
when her end came, March 13, 1906, at the ripe old 
age of 86 years, she had the supreme satisfaction of 
realizing that triumph was in sight for the principle 
she so valiantly asserted even in the days of her 
girlhood, and throughout her long career of inces- 
sant agitation, often to the accompaniment of jeers 
and no small measure of contumely. But she never 
relaxed and she never compromised. Her contention 


from the start was that a woman should not be re- 


strained of the rights and privileges given the other 
sex, and that her status as a woman should not de- 
prive her of the compensation paid men for the 
same kind of work. 

Born in South Adams, Mass., Feb. 15, 1820, Susan 
B. Anthony lived through her childhood in comfo.t- 
able circumstances, as her father was fairly well to 
do in his cotton business. Her forebears were strong- 
ly of the Quaker faith and her upbringing was in 
keeping with its severe requirements. 


She was only a little girl when her parents moved 
to Washington County, N. Y., where she pursued her 
studies in a small school conducted in her home. 
An elaborate educational program had been planned 
for her, but this went on the rocks while she was 
making rapid progress in a Philadelphia school at 
the age of 17, due to her father’s failure in business. 
It was a severe blow to this ambitious girl, but she 
was not the kind to rebel 
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test and even in battle, provided it was in a 
good cause. She looked about some more 
and saw that other women teachers, young 
and old, were victims of the same system 
and the rebellion that was developing within 
her broke forth. Her first gun was fired 
at a meeting of the New York State Teach- 
ers’ Association and it created a profound 
sensation, since she was the only woman 
there who had anything to say. This was 
back in 1838, when women did not take much 
part in meetings called by men. But Susan 
B. Anthony. was there to smash a prece- 
dent, and she went at her task unflinchingly. 
She keenly resented the favoritism shown 
the men teachers and she discharged her vol- 
ley before the convention was well under 
way. 

There was a discussion on among these 
men teachers, who were nursing a collective 
grievance, due to the lack of public appre- 
ciation of their profession. One of the lead- 
ers made a speech, in which he denounced 
the custom of withholding from the’ peda- 
gogues the same professional consideration 
that was unbegrudingly shown to lawyers. : 
doctors and ministers of the gospel. There 
was a long debate and then to the amaze- 
ment of everybody Susan rose from her 
chair and said something which caused a 
general gasp. 


“Don't you see that as long as society 
says that a woman has not brains enough to 
be a lawyer, a doctor or a minister, but has 
ample brains to be a teacher, every man of 
you who condescends to teach school tacitly 
acknowledges before all Israel and the 
sun that he hasn’t any more brains than a woman?” 

This was a knotty problem for the men pedagogies 
and when they recovered from the shock of the little 
Quaker teacher's “intrusion’’ on their debate, they 
adjourned without reaching a solution, as there is 
no record that they either accepted or rejected her 
conclusion. But. she stayed in the organization and 
kept up her efforts to have women teachers placed on 
a parity with the men in the teaching profession. She 
had the satisfaction of effecting some notable re- 
forms in this respect during the succeeding years she 
continued her work in the country schools. She gave 
up her school work in 1852, but several years before 
doing this she made her first platform address. In 
1848 a temperance wave spread over her part of the 
country and she thought so much of it that she went 
cut boldly and made her talk, even though she was 
the only woman speaker. 

In 1848, while the Mexican War was the leading 
theme of conversation in the country, a woman’s 
rights convention was held at Seneca Falls, N. Y., 
which she did not attend. It was the fjrst gathering

Went. It was woman's business, she 
get out and be heard when she had a message toa 
deliver, and she had scant patience with those wha 
would say her nay. She succeeded in other achieve- 
ments, particularly in having women admitted on 
equal terms with men, to all the organizations formed 
to promote temperance and the emancipation of the 
slave. Collaborating with Mrs. Stanton she sent pe- 
titions broadcast through the country, urging the 
emancipation of the slaves, and she was active at 
all times in urging such a step on President Lin- 
coln and Congress. 

When the Civil War was concluded, with the ne- 
groes freed, there were measures introduced in many 
of the states to give the freedmen the right to vote 
She was on the stump-imsisting that the women be in- 
cluded in the right of suffrage that was proposed for 
the former slaves. ‘Her first great campaign was in 
Kansas in 1867. When the two amendments were 
voted on that year, both went down to defeat, the 
negro proposition receiving even more support than 
that giving the voting right to women. This did not 
discourage Miss Anthony in the least, nor did it di- 
minish in the slightest the enthusiasm of her sister 
workers. During the 10 years from 1870 to 1880 she 
delivered five and six speeches a week in her crusade 
throughout the country. She was always ready to talk 
on this theme and took advantage of every oppor- 
tunity to drive home her arguments. Once when 
she was on an icebound boat on the Mississippi she 
assembled the passengers in the saloon cabin and 
made a talk on the subject that was so close to her 
heart. There were people on the boat who did not 
believe that suffrage was a good thing, but they re- 
spected the woman crusader who was never afraid to 
face an audience any time or place with her arguments. 

it was in 1872 that Miss Anthony executed her mas- 
ter stroke to bring the equal rights question in 
a most vivid way before the American people. She 
might have written a popular book like Harrtet 
Beecher Stowe, who gave the country “Uncle Tom's 
Cabin” as a piece of effective propaganda in the abo- 
lition movement, but she was not ready then to cater 
to any fictional call; she had another card up her 
sleeve and she played it for all it was worth. She 
accomplished just what she set out to do-—-she had 
the whole country talking about the woman who Was 
willing to be a martyr to promote her cause. She 
was then living in Rochester, N. Y. She registered as 
a citizen and taxpayer there, and in the fall when

The hospitality of even the 
poorest of the natives was always in evidence; no mat- 
ter how crowded or limited their cabins, they were 
ready to make room in some way for others. This was 
a common characteristic of the people along the whole 
route of Scudder’s strenuous cross-country run. 


Since his return to St. Louis Scudder has never 
tired of telling friends of the wonderful character of 
the work conducted in the Fort Yukon country by 
‘Dr. Burke under the direction of the Episcopal Mis- 
sionary organization. He has much to say on this 
phase of his long stay in the Arctic Circle, while his 
long jaunt across the country and his luck on his 
joint and co-operative trails with Dr. Burke have re- 
_ceived treatment in a minor key only. 

It was of the hospital that Scudder spoke when a 
Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine writer adverted to 
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his long trail from the circle, amidst a succession of 
blizzards. He said the trip was as exhilarating as it 
was possible to make it and that he enjoyed it all the 


way; furthermore, he got back to St. Lonis feeling 


much better than he did when he set out last summer 
to study the midnight sun, the Northern Lights and 
incidentally hunt for game. “When I reached Fort 
Yukon last July and met Dr. Burke and looked into 
his big work among the Indians,” he says, “I became 
very deeply interested. I found the doctor, who went 
to the rescue of the explorer Stefansson, and looked aft- 
er him while he was ill, doing a service up there in the 
circle that deserves the very best of mention. 


“St. Stephen’s is a mission hospital supported by 


the Episcopal church and its purpose is to c for 
these Indians, who stand greatly in need of its minis- 
trations-if the Alaskan aboriginals are to be pre- 
served. They are a splendid type of people and as the 
mortality among the race has been excessive, too much 
credit cannot be given the labor of love that is assert- 
ing itself in that remote country. St. Stephen’s is the 
only hospital in the circle, and it can, when tested, 
care for as many as 60 patients. The number varies 
from 20 to the limit. The mission is under tue juris- 
diction of Bishop Rowe, but Archdeacon Hudson. E. 
Stuck at Fort Yukon looks after much of the details 
of the work among the Indians. When they are sick 
or injured there is the modern, well-appointed hos- 
pital ready to care for them without compensation of 
any kind. White people are also received there and 
they may contribute something if they are able or wish 
to do so. 

“There is also a mission church up there on the 
Yuxon, and peopl ean get almost to its door in their 
canoes. This is the popular way of going to church 
up in the circle. They just paddle along and beach 
their canoes while they attend service or go to and 
from the hospital. Dr. Burke spends much of his 
time in his boat going from place to place to attend 
the sick cases reported to him, and he sledges in the 
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winter. He is one of the busiest men I ever met and 
he is so thoroughly enthusiastic in his labors that he 
neve> seems to tire. It was the same way hunting to 
get the winter’s store of meat. He was always on the 
go and4 was often required to extend myself to keep 
up with his pace. We fared well in our undertaking 
and if the winter had not made such an early start, 
I would have boated down the Yukon and got out 
without having recourse to the long sledge journey, 
to reach home in time for the holidays. The 
cold wave was an honest blast and it froze things up 
in a hurry. I waited, at the suggestion of Dr. Burke, 
until the river was safe for sledging before setting out 
from the fort. The cakes of ice are piléd up by the 
wind and current, and it is very rough in many places. 

“I noticed one of the striking evidences of prog- 
ress and commercialism up there that has caused 
widespread complaint and will probably lead to some 
action on the part of the Government. The natives 
have to depend on the salmon that run up the Yukon 
every season “to a very great extent for food for them- 
selves and their dogs, and a dog up there is a very 
impertant part of the Indian’s establishment. Not 
long ago a big cannery was established at the mouth 
of the river and traps placed there head off all the 
salmon that in former times went far up in the 
Yukon and into its tributaries. At present very few 
get by these traps, and as a result salmon that used to 
sell at 6 cents a pound went as high as 35 cents dur- 
ing the past year, making it almost impossible for 
some of these trappers to buy for themselves or their 
cogs. Some of these splendid animals had to be shot 
by their owners for this reason, and one who knows 
Alaska will appreciate the sacrifice thus involved. 
Some of the few fish that did escape bore marks that 
clearly indicated their contact with the cannery traps.”

the general election was being held; she went to the

a separate box, and for the rest of the day the elec- 
tion officials were at a loss to know exactly what 
they should do with it, but finally counted it with the 
others. Miss Anthony had announced in advance 
that she would vote and go the full limit in the en- 
forcement of what she conceived to be her rights as 
a citizen, even though she was a “mere woman.” 
She succeeded in getting her case before the people, 
as she was promptly arrested and indicted. 

With the earnest backing of the other leaders in 
the movement she employed Counsel and made her 
plans for the publication of a full history of her 
trial. As they permitted her to register and cast a 
ballot which they counted, the three inspectors of 
the voting district were also indicted. They were 
Beverly W. Jonés, Edwin T. Marsh and William B. 
Hall. Thirteen other women who also voted, having 
followed the leadership of Miss Anthony in her de- 
scent on the polls, were included in the indictment. 
Only the case of Miss Anthony was brought to trial, 
however, as all the others were dismissed by the 
United States District Attorney. The trial was con- 
ducted at Canandatgua, in the Northern District of 
New York, in June, 1873, and was given the widest 
publicity. Newspapers throughout the country had 
an abundance of space for this odd proceeding, and

When Judge Ward Hunt finally pronounced the pun- 
ishment for her informal voting at Rochester, she 
insisted on saying another word or two and the 
Court permitted her to proceed. She then said: 

“May it please Your Honor, I shall never pay a 
cent of your unjust penalty. All the stock in trade 
I possess is a $10,000 debt, incurred by publishing my 
paper, The Revolution, four years ago, the sole ob- 
ject of which was to educate all women to do pre- 
cisely what I have done, rebel against your man-made, 
unjust, constitutional forms of law, that tax, fine, im- 
prison and hang women, while they deny them the 
right of representation in the Government; and I 
shall work on with might and main to pay every 
dollar of that honest debt, but not a penny shall go 
to this unjust claim. And 1 shall earnestly and per-

sistently continue to urge all women to the practical 
recognition of the old revolutionary maxim, that 
‘Resistance to tyranny is obedience to God.’” 

Miss Anthony was not committed to jail, and she 
kept her word; the fine was never paid, and was 
charged off the records of the Court many years ago. 

Following the Canandaigua trial the suffrage cam- 
paign went on with renewed zeal everywhere. Po- 
litical conventions were stormed by the advocates 
of equal voting rights and every time a new state 
was at the door knocking for admission, there was 
Miss Anthony, Matilda Joslyn Gage or some other 
petticoated crusader, demanding the square deal for 
the women, with the result that ground was always 
being gained. One of Miss Anthony’s greatest achieve- 
ments was in the stand of Wyoming, which refused 
the proffered statehood unless its former Constitution, 
adopted in its territorial days, giving women the 
same rights as men, was accepted as it was written. 
For a while it looked like Wyoming would be kept 
on the outside, but in the end Congress permitted 
her to enter, “petticoats and all,” as it was character- 
ized at the time. The Wyoming test was another 
sweeping victory for suffrage, and thereafter Miss 
Anthony found that erstwhile scoffers were fast see- 
ing the whole subject in a new light. It was in 
contemplation of this fast approaching vindicction of 
her life’s task that soothed her last hours, as she 
quitted this world nearly 14 years ago.
